Hogs and Black Snakes Kill the Ven- 
omous Reptiles With Impunity, 
The two greatest enemies of the rat- 

tlesnuke are the black snake and the 

Li The rattlesnake is slow and slnug- 

gishin movement, while the black snake 

is intensely rapid. The latter will cir- 
und his foe and with a sudden 
dart grasp the venomous reptile by the 
neck, so that it has no chance to use 
its poisonons fangs, and quickly squeeze 
it to death A hog, especially if fat, 
suffers no danger from the rattlesnake. 

He will march boldly up to the coiled 

reptile, allow himself to be struck in 

his jowls once, twice or three times, ag 
the case may be, and will then calmly 
proceed to swallow the reptile without 

concern, The reason for the hog's im- 

munity is due to the fact that the blood 

Vessels are so minute and infrequent on 

his cheeks, Where fat is predominant, 

that they fail to take up the poison and 
earry it throngh the porcine system. 

Hogs have been used in droves to clear 

some of the islands of the southern seas 

of poisonous reptiles and have proved 


successinl 


By remembering two simple facts any 
one can distinguish a poisonsous serpent 
from au harmless one. The venomous 
reptile invariably possesses a triangular- 
ly shaped head and a blunt nose, while 
his tail is correspondingly blunt and 
stubby. Any snake that tapers smooth- 
ly from the middle of its body to the tip 
of its nose and to the tip of its tail as 
well, growing slender in a gradual and 
regular manner, is absolutely devoid of 
venom.—New York Press

A SOLEMN OCCASION, 
The Only Interview Buchanai Had 
With His Vice President, 

Vice President Stevenson used to tell 
a story which John C. Breckinridge 
had told him to illustrate the tradition- 
al relations between the president and 
the man whose principle business it Is 
to walt for the possible death of the 
president, in order that he may take 

the president's chair, 

Breckinridge said that Buchanan 
never consulted him about any impor 
tant matter, although as a Wentueckian, 
havin: the confidence of most of the 
southern lenders, he felt that his ad- 
vice might at times have been valuable 
to the president. In the early fall of 
1860, when Buchanan's term was near 
ing an end, amid the gathering clouds 
of war, Vice President Breckinridge 
received an urgent summons to the 
White House. He responded at once, 
thinking that at last the’ president 
wanted his advice on the momentous 
questions then pending. When he ar- 
rived he was shown into the presi 
dent’s room, and Mr. Buchanan, who 
was alone, called his private secretary 
and instructed him to see that they 
were not disturbed by anybody during 
the Important conference which was to 
follow. 

When the private secretary had with- 
drawn, the president unlocked the pri 
vate drawer in his desk, took out a 
Inanuscript, sat down with great so 
lemnity, and said to Vice President 
Breckinridge, in his most impressive 
manner, * | want to read you the draft 
of my Tpanksgiving day proclamation 
and to get your opinion of it.” 

The vice president controlled his fa 
clal muscles, listened respectfully and 
seriously made some complimentary 
remarks about the important docu- 
ment, and, with his customary cour- 
tesy, bowed and siutled Lis way out from 
the only interview to which he was 
eyer invited by President Buchanan,—

Woburn Two Hundred Years Ago. 


There is no better way now left in 
Woburn to learn the circumstances 
under which the people of this munici- 
pality lived two centuries ago than by 
the inspection of the contemporary town 
records. Add to these the volumes. in 
ithe county Registry of Deeds, the Pro 
bate records and files, and such other 
papers of a documentary character as 
have been preserved from those times 
to the present, and we have all that can 
be obtained, except from the sepulehral 
monuments of that day, concerning the 


lives of the common people of that 
period, ; 
Judge Edward F. Jolinson has done 


his share towards saving such evidence 
for posterity by bis publication of the 
Woburn records of births, marriages and 
deaths, from 1640 to 1890, an example 
which is being followed by many towns, 
and by the abstracts, under his super- 
vision, of the recorded deeds to 1700 
(which have been printed), and by the 
copying orabstracting of Probate records 
and files to 1700, and the continuation 
by the same process of the deeds to 
about the year 1740, the results being 
still in manuscript, and capable of in- 
definite extension. 

But, what is more to our purpose, to 
the above undertaking he has perfected 
the enterprise of copying the first four 
volumes of the Woburn Town Records 
of business, covering the entire history 


of the first half century of the town’s 
existance in its corporate capacity to 
the year 1706, and as we have done 


before, we again present to the public 
in this issue of the JOURNAL, some ex- 
tracts from the fourth yolume of these 
records illustrating some of the phases 
of town life in Woburn two centuries 
ago. 

The record, as a whole, is entertaining 
reading, and the extracts give only a 
faint impression of the quaint and par- 
| ticular character of the entries. 

First, we tind that in 1697 the town 
possessed a watch house, in which horses 

put, to its disgrace, and orders 
given by the Selectmen to stop the 
practice. Here was also put an old iron 


pot, whose use is not stated, but its 
former owner was John Brooks. 
To prevent the destruction of public 


shade trees the Selectmen ordered that 
no person fell, lop, or carry away any 
without permission. These trees were 
confined to certain highways and public 
grounds, and some of the places favored 


were the present Main street froma 
point not far from the Wiuehester line 
to the center of North Woburn village. 


The house of John Lillie, named in the 
record, is still standing at the latter 
place, being known for many years as 
the Lillie-Katon house. Another place 
}favyored with shade trees was the hill 
about the meeting-house (now Meeting- 
House Hill). The part of Pleasant street 
fronting the Common was another. The 
highway represented now by Kilby and 
Bedford streets was another, and Wyman 


street another. The public shade trees 
were marked on the bark with an O. 
This was in A. D. 1897. 

The custom of posting a written 
warrant for a Town Meeting on the 
Meeting-house door was then old. Citi- 


zens guilty of misspending their time 
were severely admonished by the Select- 
men. “Unruly creatures,” of the cattle 
variety, including in the broad meaning 
of the word cattle, such domestic quad- 
rupeds as the bovine genus, horses, 
sheep, and swine, were impounded in a 
new pound. Rams were restrained from 
going at large. Gates and bars to corn 
fields and other inclosures were to be 


closed by persons using them. Persons 
who hindered by force those driving 


animals to the pound were fined. Horses 
and mares were not allowed to go loose 
in the highways or commons of the 
town without fetters or hopples. 

The old Pound being out of repair in 
1698, the Selectmen met on April 
1699, and agreed with Samuel Blodget, 
Junior, ‘to build a good sutlicient new 
| pound, and set it up in the place of the 
old, to frame it with sills and caps and 


brac the sills and posts to be all 
white oak; the rails all good and new, 
and to be framed into the posts not 
above five inches asunder, except the 
} upper rail, and all to be well pinned 


together, thirty foot square, and of a 
good sufficient height.” The old stuff of 
| the old pound was sold to James Fowle, 
he to pay for mending the windows and 
glass of the Meeting-house. 

The town seal for leather at this time 
being only an O, the letter W was set 
within the O, to prevent its being 
counterfeited. 

There appears to be a school-house in 
the town for all the inhabitants in 1699, 
and in the school-house was a table and 
a bench. The number of scholars was 
probably small, for the school was soon 


transferred to a residence, and on Dee. 
}16, 1700, the Selectinen agreed with 


|George Reed, Jr., and hired his house 

that stands nigh the Meeting-louse for 
one year for a school-house for this 
jtown. The records define a difference 
between a grammar-school and a writing- 
school. That boys were boys then as 
now, in church as well as in school, is 
evident from the following extended 
extracts from Page 158 of the records, 
under date of March 1, 1699-1700,

the progress of the communities occupy- 
jing the territory now covered sub- 
stantially by the municipalities of Wo- 
burn and Winchester, with a population 
approximately of twenty-five thousand, 
than by a comparison of the estimates 
required to maintain this population as 
a body corporate ino the current 
and that required for the whole town 
of Woburn during the years between | 
1820 and 1830, at a time before the era) 
ot railroads, when the rate of progress, | 
in comparison with the present day, was 
“fearfully slow,” when farming was the 
universal occupation of the inhabitants, 
and all of the citizens were well-known | 
to each other by name, 

The population of Woburn in 1820 was 
1,519, and during the period between 
1825 and 1850, no annual town appropria- 4 


tion was larger than 200, or smaller 
than $1,800, Lhe misce deous items of 
the account were between $1,000 and 


$1,500, aud the sum required for schools 
was from $600, for the lowest, to 3300, 
for the highest amount, annually. Lo 
comparison witness the amounts ap- 
propriated by Woburn and Winchester, 
for these purposes during the last 
financial year: Woburn »propriation, 
$200,275.61; for schools, $ 74.54; Win- 
chester, appropriation, $189,172.50; for 
schools, 000; bringing the total ap- 
propriation for the two places well nigh 
towards $400,000, and the appropriation 
for schools not far from $95,000, an} 
amount, doubtless, beyond the wildest 
dreams of the agriculturist forefathers | 
of the village hamlet of Woburn, 

fu those days the Town Treasurer 
received annually ten dollars for his 
services, the ‘Town Clerk was rewarded 
with eight, and the sum of ten dollars 
audited the town accounts. ‘Town Meet- 
ings were held in the vestry of the 
Baptist church at Woburn Centre, and 
$7.50 was the cost of printing the annual 
Town Report. These reports were of 
the broadside order, printed on one side 
of the sheet only, and resembled hand- 
bills. Some of them are still extant, 
but all are now accounted scarce, and 
they certainly contain much interesting 
information, 1) Comparison of the items 
with present methods. ‘The printed tax 
bill was in use in 1830, and cominittees 
of the citizens were appointed to pre- 
pa the annual statement represented 
yy these publications.

This Jong introduction is used to in- 
troduce a letter of this date, which we 
are certain will interest many present 
citizens of Woburn, who recall, perhaps 
indistinotly, either from recollection, or 
hheresay, this now remote period, It is 
w letter written by a member of the 
Baldwin family, and contains some inter- 
esting particulars of events in the eigh- 
teen huobdred and twenties relating to 
persons who then lived in Woburn, 

lor the letter the public is indebted 
to Miss Maria J. Marshall, of Weston, 
Mass., who in #& commubication ac 
companying the letter, remarks: “It 
[the letter] is interesting in its references 
to the famous caual work that was 
going ob at that time [referring to the 
Middlesex Canal}. I suppose they never 
thought then that before so very many 
years the whole thing would be useless 
and abandoned. My father and Mr, 
James F. Baldwin [the writer of the letter} 
were most intimate friends from young 
men, | do not know just when thei 
acquaintance began, but it was kept up 
very earuestly as long as Mr. Baldwin 
lived. They were the two tallest mem- 
bers of the Cadet Company [the Inde 
pendent Corps of Cadets of Boston, of 
which James fF. Baldwin was Orderly 
Sergeant in 1814) aud attracted attention 
wherever they went together by thet 
height; Mr. Baldwin being six feet, four 
inches, aud my father, Thomas Marshall, 
six feet, two inches, Through thei 
acquaintance, Mr. Baldwin was intro 
duced to the lady—Miss Pitkin, of Hart 
ford, Conn,,-who atterwards became his 
wife, She was a cousin of my mother, 
and w4s visiting at her house in Boston.

The letter is as follows: 
Wobunn, Sunday, May 12, 1822, 


Dear Friend: Yours of 20th ult. has 
been received several days. To your 
question, “where do you live?’ I may

What It Renlly Is Where It 


Comes Fro 


Sir Robert Ball, who is the world’s 
greatest living astronomer, told a Lon- 
don audience recently some interesting 
facts abont meteorites and shooting 
stars. In describing the origin of meteor- 
ites he said that millions of years ago, 
when the earth was an infant at play 
aul volcunoes were giants, the meteors 
vere thrown upward in infant conyul- 
sions. Some of the earth’s discarded 
rocks returned at once, but those which 
were flung upward at a rate greater 
than seven miles a second passed be- 
yond the earth's gravitating influence 
and sought paths of their own, no one 
could tell whither 

And then, after millions of years, 
they once nore came within the reach 
of the world, and old Mother Barth re- 
sumed her sway, took back the rocks to 
her bosom and the astronomers said a 
metecrite had fallen. 

Sir Robert asked his hearers to imag- 
ine a wrapping of some hundreds of 
miles of air round the earth's surface 
Now just in the same way that a gim- 
let, boring its way into wood, becomes 
warm, so a bullet going 20 miles a 
minute would become extremely warm 
in boring its way through 20 miles of 
air 

And in the same way that a bullet 
became warm, so a meteorite traveling 
10,000 times as fast as a bullet, travel- 
ing at this speed perhaps for hundreds 
of years throngh realms of space whose 
paralyzing cold was indescribable and 
finding itself at last plunging through 


the warm bath of the air, became hot- | 


ter and hotter and hotter

earth cried, ‘‘Why, there’s a shooting 
star!" 


AN ARCHITECTURAL PUZZLE. 


Monnasteries Built In a Wildly Inac- 
cessible Locality. 

The famous monasteries of Meteora 
crown the summits of vast rock pinna- 
cles rising from the plain of Thessaly. 

By what strange means the first cun- 
ning architects of these airy perches 
succeeded in reaching the scene of their 
labors is a matter wreathed in mystery. 
The cliffs are far too smooth and per- 
pendicnlar for any man to climb by 
hand and foot, and history guards jeal- 
ously the secret of the monasteries.

170 feet above the ground, where the 
monks promptly extricate the visitor 
and give him a pleasant welcome.

MERGURY BACKS AND PATENT BACKS 
ARE VASTLY DIFFERENT. 


How the Methods Are Used In 
the Mannfacture of Mirrora—Why 
Some Ginases Always Have a Fad-

It Is a popular fallacy that all mir- 
have mercury, or quicksilver, 
backs. As a matter of fact, not over 1 
per cent of the mirrors now sold be 
jong to that class, The general public 
know that they can purchase mirrors 
much cheaper now than they could ten 
| years ago, but they do not know that 
these are not the old time reliable mer- | 
eury back mirrors, 

The mirror manufactured 1s 
known to the trade as the “patent 
back mirror,” not that there is any pat- 
ent on the process used, but simply 
to distinguish it from the mercury 
back mirror, A number of years ago 
the mirror manufacturers began to 
substitute the patent back for the mer- 
cury type of mirrors, without notify- 
ing the consumer or furniture jobbers | 
of the change; so quietly was the evo- 
lution accomplished that It took some 
time for the furniture dealers to realize 
the change, and today many a careful 
housekeeper wears herself out phys- 
jeally trying to polish the speckled or 
faded surface of a “patent back mir- 
ror,” when the cause of the trouble ts 
imperfections on the back and not on 
the face, or surface of the glass. 

The reflecting surface of a “patent 
back mirror” Is composed of a chemical 
solution of nitrate of silver, precipl- 
tated on the surface of the glass, which 
is subject to change from exposure to 
light, changes of temperature or molst- 
ure, while the reflecting surface of a 
mercury mirror is composed of two 
metals, mercury and tin, which form 
in amalgam Impervious to and not af- 
fected by changes of temperature or 
moisture and retains {ts initial reflec- 
tive brilliance unimpaired for ages. 

The process of manufacturing a mer- | 
eury back mirror Is first to clean and | 
thoroughly dry the plate of glass, then | 
spread 2 sheet of tin foil a little larger | 
than the glass on a silvering table, the 
top of which may be stone or heavy 
plate glass. In either case it must 
have a perfectly level and smooth sur- | 
face. Brush the foil out perfectly | 
smooth and pour on liquid mercury to 
the depth of a quarter of an inch. This 
mercury is retained on the foil by 
small strips of glass on three sides. 
Then float the plate of glass into the 
mercury from the open side. In doing 
so the glass cannot be floated on the 
mercury, but must be pushed into it so 
that from beginning to end tts lower | 
edge will cut into the mercury. 

This operation must be done with the 
greatest care and precision. After the 
plate of glhiss has been successfully 
floated, heavy iron weights are placed 
thereon to give the required degree of 
pressure to force out the surplus mer- | 
cury which does not unite with the 
tin foil. 
means of a vertical screw

When removed 
from the table, the mirror is placed on 
a rack to dry and allowed to remain 
from 20 to 30 days until sutliciently 


dry. 
The progress of manufacturing a 
“patent back mirror’ {ts as follows: 


First wash the glass clean, then place 
it on a table heated to a temperature | 
of 120 degrees. <A solution is prepared | 
composed of the following proportions | 
of chemlcals: Pour ounces of nitrate of | 
silver, 19 ounces of distilled water, 2 
ounces of tartaric acid and 8 ounces of | 
stronger water of ammonia. This! 
forms a clear, transparent fluid, which | 
fs poured on the surface of the glass | 
and left there for about one hour. The } 
glass Is then tilted and the surplus) 
solution is drained off. “The silvered | 
surface is washed with distilled water | 
and placed on a rack in a drying room, 
the temperature of which is about 90} 
degrees, and left there for half an| 
hour, after which it receives a coating 
of shellac varnish, to which is added 
a little later a heavy coat of paint. | 
This ts allowed to dry. The mirror ts 
then ready for use. 

Such in brief is the method and 
process of producing the “patent back | 
mirror.” ‘The great advantage to the 
mirror manufacturer in the production | 
of the “patent back,’ as compared | 
with the mereury back mirror, is | 
quite apparent. It Is readily seen that 
the “patent back mirror’ can be pro- 
duced in one-tenth of the time, for one- 
fourth of the labor and about the same 
expense for raw material us compared | 
with the wercury mirror. It can also | 
be handled with less danger of damage 
In packing and shipping, which is 
greatly in its favor from the mirror 
trade point of view.—St. Louls Globe- 
Democrat.

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DISCOURAGING FIGURES. | 
In the discharge of a disagreeable 


duty the JourNAL is compelled to say | 
that the consumption of intoxicating 
liquors is on the increase in this city. | 
There is more illegal rumselling pow 
than there was at this time last year, | 
unless figures lie. 

The claim is strenuously insisted on 
by certain people that the illicit sale o! 
alcoholic beverages is now at its low 
est possible limit, and those who think 
differently are reviled. 

To prove beyond a shadow of doubt 
that the claim has no founda 
tion to reat on, we give, reluctantly, it 
must be confessed, the figures of Chiel 
of Police McDermott which show the 
number of arrests for drunkenness in 
this city in June 1898, and June 1899 
They are as follows; Arrests June 
1899, 57; Arrests June 1898, 41. 

The excess of arrests for drunken- 
ness io June 1899 over those in June 
1898 is 16, or 40 per cent. 

Further comment is unnecessary. 


(a Colonel Robert G. Ingersoll 
died suddenly at his home, Dobbs 
Landing, on the Hudson, last week, of 
heart complaint. He was born in 
August, 1838, and was therefore getting 
on ip life. Our personal acquaintance 
with him began in 1863, when his 
brother KE. C. Ingersoll was elected a 
Member of Congress from the Fifth 
Illinois District to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Owen Lovejoy, 
the great Abolitionist, brother of Elijah 
Lovejoy, who was murdered by the 
Slavery party at Alton, Illinois, and 
has continued ever since. E. C. & R. 
G. Ingersoll were a prominent law firm 
at Peoria at that date, and the members 
were among the ablest men at the IIli- 
nois Bar. A larger hearted person 
than ‘*Bob” Ingersoll never lived, and 
as an orator he had no peers. Had he 
turned his great mind and generous 


| 


soul to religion instead of infidelity 
there would have been no measuring 


the good he would have accomplished 
in the world. But political disappoint- 
ment gave a wrong bent to his feelings 
and he drifted away from the teachings 
of his father and became what he was. 
The mother of Col. Ingersoll wrote, 
signed and sent the first petition ever 
received by Congress for the abolition 
of slavery in the District of Columbia. 
John Quincy Adams presented it. 


( General Miles, Commander of 
the Army, has issued an order com- 
pelling soldiers to wear their felt hats 
creased from front to rear.

him for President.

eral Alger out of the Cabinet. Evi- 
dently he suffered himself to be bull- 
dozed by the ‘tyellow” journals of New 
York and mistook their opposition to 
the Secretary of War for public opinion. 
It is not difficult to see how the Presi- 
dent, in many ways, missed it in yield- 
ing to the clamors of Sec, Alger’s ene- 
mies, a majority of whom are also his 
enemies,

“A Biblical student in this city,” says 
eur Washington correspondent, “de 
clares that if the descriptions of Solo 
mon’s Zemple are accurately given in 
the Bible and Og gecular authorities, 
the total value of that edifice and its 
contents must have exceeded $50,000, 
000,000.

stone floor and gives an agreeable 


warmth, which lasts till the time of the 
next meal,

There are few things with which ro 
mance is more closely connected than 
the distribution of lottery prizes, and 
there can be no doubt that we Britons 
are all the better off because of the ille 
gality of holding lotteries in the United 
Kingdom, A big lottery must disap 
point hundreds of thousands while it 
enriches one winner, who often finds 


| that bis hastily acquired wealth results 


in doing him more harm than good, 

A short time ago the first prize in 
one of the Italian state lotteries, which 
mmounted to some £8,000, fell to a 
peasant who, with his wife, had actually 
died of starvation within a few hours 


| of the drawing of the prize. 


Owing to a dream in which a peasant 
had the presentiment that a certain 
number would be on the ticket which 
would win tho splendid prize, he 
soraped all his money together and pur- 
chased not the ticket be wanted, be- 
cause it was already sold, but one which 
bore the same numerals, differently ar- 
ranged, Then he and his wife fell on 
desperately hard times, which eventual- 
ly closed upon them in death from sheer 
starvation, for he had tried and failed 
to sell his lottery chance, which was 
the Jaet thing left to him. 

When tho drawing came on, he won 
the first prize of £8,000, but as he was 
dead and no next of kin could be discov- 
ered the prize was raffled for again, 
when it fell to swell the purse of an 
Italian banker who already was pos 
sessed of vast wealth. 

A German lady living in Brunswick 
had a fancy that a certain ticket would 
win a prize in o lottery in which the 
first prize was £15,000. It may seem 
strange, but it is vouched for as being 
perfectly true, that she so altered her 
opinion as to the chances of her ticket 
winning a prize that she bartered it 
away for anew hat from her milliner 
within a few days of having purchased 
it. 

This was a melancholy exception to 
the rule that ‘‘second thoughts are al- 
ways best.’ The ticket which she had 


| exchanged for a hat, possibly worth a 
| couple of guineas, succeeded in captur- 


ing the first prize of £15,000, and the 


| milliner, who considered he had ron 
his risks, absolutely refused to palliate | 
| his customer's bitter disappointment by 


anything beyond the payment of a fow 
pounds, which were dragged from him 
by hollow threats of legal action, 

On one occasion the first prize in an 
Italian lottery, amounting to nearly 
£5,000, fell to a man who had died 
three days before the rafile, the second 
prize of £2,000 fell toa lady who bad 
sold ber lucky ticket at the eleventh 
hour, and the third prize of £1,000 toa 
private soldier who, on hearing of his 
good fortune, drank himself mad and 
then committed suicide. 
claimants who could establish their 
claims satisfactorily, the first and third 
prizes were again rafiied for, and this 
time they both fell to the same person 
—the owner of one of the largest pri- 
vate estates in Austria, who was quite 
indifferent about the addition to his al- 
ready huge fortune.

ONE TRAIN EACH DAY 


THE FUNNY METHODS OF A FUNNY 
LITTLE RAILROAD. 


On This Line You May Fling the Train 
With an Umbrella, and the Engti- 
neer Will Back Up a Couple of 
Miles to Get a Forgotten Pipe. 


“Just hold up your umbrella, sir, and 
she'll stop at once,” was the cheery 
response given an inquiry as to the 
possibility of boarding an approaching 
train on its way from Wadebridge to 
sJodwin, two queer old towns in Corn- 
wall, Wngland. Up went the umbrella, 
and sure enough the driver shut off 
steam and pulled up just in front of 
the would be passenger, And what a 
sight it was! 

The engine was constructed in 
George Stephenson's time and, 1 be- 
lieve, under nis personal supervision. 
But the carriages! There were two of 
them, first and third class, respective- 
ly. The first class accommodation 
consisted of an open truck, such as one 
sees daily In New York carting cotton 
bales or other merchandise, but pro- 
vided with some benches. Rude and 
uncomfortable as it seemed, however, 
it was luxurious eompared to the third 
class carriage, which was neither more 
nor less than a common closed yan, 
such as cattle or furniture are con- 
veyed in, and boasted neither seats, 
buffers nor springs. Third class fare 
was but 14 cents, but the first class 
passengers were muleted in the sum 
of 25 cents for a journey of barely 
seven miles. 

The engine driver, who officiated in- 
cidentally as conductor, brakeman, 
guard and porter, came around collect- 
ing the tariff. 

A little conversation elicited some 
surprising facts in connection with 
this absurd out of date line. DFormerly 
it had been the custom to sell tickets at 
the termin, little triangular blue and 
white bits of pasteboard, with a hole 
in the middle, so that the ticket col- 
lector (also engine driver, stoker, ete.) 
could file them away ona string. But, 
alas, the rayages of time spare not 
eyen railway tickets, and eventually 
they were all worn out! So now the 
fares are collected on board. The rate 
of speed was strictly limited to ten 
iniles an hour, but ineidental delays, 
such as picking up passengers, chasing 
stray hats, removing cattle or sheep 
from the track, took up so much time 
that not infrequently an hour and a 
half or more was consumed in cover- 
ing the short distance. I may mention 
that Assengers picked up on the way- 
side paid no regular fare, but merely 
Gpped the engineer, 

The need of time tables was un- 
known, for the train ran but one way 
each day, and arranged the time of de- 
parture to suit intending travelers, It 
is related with much gusto in those 
parts that two commercial travelers 
ynce arrived at Bodwin just in time to 
see the train round a curve some quar- 
ter of a mile off. Turning to the aged 
station master, Mr. Worth, one of 
them inquired at what hour the next 
train would leave. ‘Day after tomor- 
row,” laconically answered that ofli- 
cial,

-eived and, learning the true state of 
the case, hired a cart at some expense 
to accomplish their journey. What was 
their mortification, after proceeding a 
couple of miles, to see the train put 
back to Bodwin, because, as they sub- 
sequently discovered, the engineer had 
forgotten to bring his pipe along! 

An interesting function always took 
place whenever an incline was reached, 
Che driver, having regulated the speed 
of his iron horse, would climb out on 
the front of the engine, and, sitting 
between the buffers, strew sand on the 
rails; occasionally it has happened 
that, the supply of sand proving insuf- 
ficient, the engine would steam away 
to the depot in search of more, 

The country through which the little 
railway passes is of a high order of 
beauty and affords many picturesque 
glimpses.

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WON ON MERIT. 


Captain Linwood EK, Hanson does 
not owe his appointment to a Captaincy 
in the 48d Regiment to political influ- 
ence or a pull” with politicians, He 
won the honor purely on personal and 
military merit, ‘Thatis «a feather in 
his cap. 

Those who know Captain Hanson 
best were the most earnest in support 
of his application for a commission ip 
one of the new Regiments. Governor 
Wolcott was induced to forward his 
name only after a thorough examina: 
tion of his personal and military record. 
The Governor was requested by the 
War Office to send two names from 
each of the Massachusetts Regiments 
for appointmente, and after due de- 
liberation he selected Captain Hanson 
as one of thetwo from the Sth, and 
accompanied the name with a strong 
endorsement of hia worth. 

To the indorsement of the wilitary of 
the State, rather than the influence of 
politicians, was due Cupt. Hanson’s 
appointment. Such military leaders as 
General Bancroft, Colonel Whitney of 
the 5th, Chaplain House, Colonel 
Guild, Captain Edwin F. Wyer, and 
othera, were enthusiastic in their sup 
port of Captain Hanson’s application. 

Governor Wolcott was deluged with 
requests, oral and written, for recogni- 
tion by men anxious for commissions 
and their friends, and to bave their 
names included when he ‘'made up his 
jewels.” The pressure on him was 
immense, and out of the great crowd, 
after a careful study of his qualifica- 
tions, and due examination, he chose 
Captain L. E. Hanson for a Captain’s 
commission, and the War Department, 
without hesitation or delay, accepted 
the Governor’s recommendation and 
made the appointment. 

Thus it was that Captain Hanson 
owed his good fortune to merit alone, 
the same having been brought con- 
spicuously out by his military brethren 
in the State. 

It should be added that Hon. Joho 
M. Harlow, late member of the Gov- 
ernor’s Council, and now State Trustee 
of the Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital, and Congressman W.S. Knox of 
this District, were enthusiastic sup- 
porters of Captain Hanson’s petition, 
and did good work in his behalf.

A LAKE PILOT'S LEG. 
How It Solwed the Mystery of the 
Wreck of a Steam Propeller, 

“Weate never amazed when vessels 
go aground and are wrecked on Lake 
Erie during the gales that are common 
on that treacherous water, for we ex 
pect such things then,’? said a lake 
skipper, ‘but when one is grounded on 
a clear day and wrecked on a course as 
olear ag the day in the hands of a pilot 
that knows the ground like a book we 
naturally wonder a little and want to 
know the whys and wherefores, Such 
was tho case of the propeller Susan 1 
Peok that went aground near Bar point 
and was lost with a $20,000 cargo 

“The captain of the Susan BH. had 
sailed successfully bundreds of times 
between Point Pelee and Bar point and 
in all kinds of weather, and this time 
he had a wheelman who was known 
from one end of the Inke to the other as 
one of the most expert navigators in 
the Jake businoss. He had been lying 
up a long time, for the very good reason 
that owing to an accident to one of bis 
legs that leg had to be amputated to 
save his life. The lost member was re 
placed by an artificial leg, and then the 
pilot was ready to take his post at the 
wheel again. His first service after his 
misfortune was this trip of the Susan 
KE. Peck, and he ran her aground, 

“The puzzle to everybody was how 
it was possible for the propeller, han- 
dled by a man of such skill and experi- 
ence, on a straight course only 40 miles 
long and with every sailing condition 
favorable, to leave ber course. The pilot 
was the most puzzled and astounded 
person of all, He soon got another ves 
sel, and this one he ran in such an er 
ratio manner, but fortunately with no 
disastrous result, that be was compelled 
to give her up, and his. usefulness as a 
pilot was gone. He and others went to 


investigating tosee if they could dis- 
cover what was wrong with his sea- 
manship. 


“After awhile they discovered what 
they believed was the trouble. In the 
pilot's artificial Jeg a great deal of steel 
had been used in the joints and other 
places. Sitting close to the binnacle, as 
he did while steering, this steel derang 


ed the compass so that it threw the 
wheelman way off his reckoning and 
led to the wrong piloting that had 


EB. Peck and endan- 
gered the other vessel that the wheel- 
man navigated subsequently. This was 
what they argued, and to demonstrate 
the correctness of the theory the pilot 
took charge of a vessel without wear 
ing his false Jeg. Everything worked to 
acharm, The mystery of the Susan EB 
Peck was solved, and the pilot was re 
stored to his old place in the confidence 
of Lake Erie skippers and vessel own 
ers.’’—New York Sun.

Doghouses and Dog Kennels, 


Doghouse is the name applied toa 
house made for a dog to live in out of 
doors; dog kennel to a house or box 
built for a dog’s quarters indoors. The 
doghouse is likely to be for a big dog; 
the kennel, in private houses, for a lit- 
tle dog. There are few doghouses used 
in the city, and in proportion to the 
number of pet dogs nota great many 
kennels, but still the number of kennels 
in the aggregate is considerable. 

Doghouses are made with a sloping 
roof to shed rain. No such necessity ex- 
ists in the case of the kennel, and ken- 
nels are always made with a flat top. 
Things may be placed on top of them. 
The kennel is practically an oblong box 
made of yellow or white pine or of 
whitewood, and customarily painted 
white and without ornamentation. The 
kennel has a grated opening in the top 
for purposes of ventilation, with a cover 
to put over to prevent draft. Former- 
ly the doors of such kennels were made 
of wire cloth; vow they are all made 
with bars of a very small sized gas pip- 
ing. 

The kennel of this kind is so made 
that itis raised at the corners enough 
to make the bottom clear the floor, and 
it is often mounted on casters, so that 
it can be conveniently moyed about 
from room to room. Such kennels are 
made by carpenters, and they cost $5 to 
$10 each, according to the size. —New 
York Sun.

Codfish Can Ontdo the Goat and On- 
trich Combined In Digestive Pow- 
ers, and the Binefish In the Most 
DRloodthirsty Thing In Nature, 


It Is not too much to say that in some 
waye the love of salmon passeth that

The salmon trials begin when they

The bluefish do not eat one-tenth of 
the fish they kill, although when sur 
felted they are believed by peo 
ple to disgorge thelr food in order to 
take In another meal, It is estimated 
that during a falr season 1,000,000 
bluefish are caught between New Jer- 
sey and Monomoy and that about 009,- 
000,000 remain unenught. Thirty or 
40 fish fare sometimes found In the 
stomach of one bluefish, but placing a 
bluetish’s kill at only ten per day It 
will be seen that during their four 
months’ yearly stay on the New Enug- 
land coast they destroy about 1,200, 
000,000,000,000 fish, and that is exclud 
ing the vast numbers of minute fish 
eaten by little bluefish, which are not 
included in the estimate. Carried into 
avoirdupols it is caleulated that 2,500, 
000,000 pounds of fish are eaten daily 
by bluefish, Nevertheless they are 
handsome and graceful fish.

REPUBLICAN CAUCUSES. 


At a meeting of the Republican 
Ward and City Committee last week it 
was decided to hold the Republican 
Caucuses to select delegates to the 
several conventions on ‘Tuesday even- 
ing, Sept. 26. 

The only real contest in sight will 
be the choice of Guild or Bates dele- 
gates, over which there is likely to be 
asharp fight. The selection of dele- 
gates to the Representative convention 
will probably give rise to no serious 
trouble. The State ticket, except the 
office of Lieutenant Governor, is settled 
and will have no disturbing influence on 
the caucuses. 

Remembering always that it is at the 
primaries that the cheap politician gets 
in his underhanded work, or tries to, 
the Republicans of this city should 
make it a point to attend them and see 
to it that no unworthy schemes for the 
gratification of personal ambition at the 
expense of Party welfare are allowed 
to succeed.

I do not question the accuracy of the 
report, T take it the conditions are ne 
represented We were informed, however, 


that this acceptance of the report would be 
regarded asa final approval of the site, ith 
all ite objectionable collateral features, and 
this approval [ declined to give 

TL objected, in the first place, to the man 
ner in which the report came to the Seliool 
Committee. It was stated by the Chairman 
of the Board that it was sent by Chairman 
of the Board of Aldermen with a personal 
request, supported by a vote of the City 
Council, that the School Committee con- 
sider the document in executive session and 
not make public its contents, 

Why this secrecy? The price had been 
fixed. The citizens were paying tor the re 
port and the citizens will lave to pay for the 
site. Since the price could not be affected, 
why should not the citizens be privileged to 
know the contents of the report, and if they 
objected to any features of it, have oppor- 
tunity of making known these objections to 
their representatives in ihe city government 
before the latter voted upon it? 

How many of the people of 
know the findings of this engineer? Prob- 
ably not one person in eyery hundred. ‘The 
report is generally assumed to be an assur. 
ance that there is on that lot a satisfactory 
foundation for a school building This 
general assurance is comforting although it 
does excite a little apprehension as to the 
cost of building the cellar for the school 
when you are told that you must go down 
from 23 to 30 feet below the level of Main 
street in order to reach this foundation. 
This means that when the building is graded 
to a point five feet above the street level, as 
proposed, there will be from 28 to 38 feet of

I maintain, also, that the acceptance of} 
the report did not approve the site, because 
the original vote of the School Board not 
only provided that the report of the sanitary 
engineer should be satisfactory, but that the 
acceptance of the site also depended upon 
a proviso declaring that it would be deemed 
satisfactory if the City Council could not 
find a location more suitable in the matter 
of coatand convenience. The City Council 
did not make any attempt to find a more 
suitable site after this vote was taken, and 
did not, as it should have done, if it was 
unsuccessful in such an attempt, so report 
to the School Committee. I contend, there- 
fore, that Concurrent action hav net been 
taken, and that the School Committee and 
the City Council have done nothing more 
than receive the report of the sanitary 
engineer and can do nothing more toward 
the purchase of the Kelley lot until the 
City Council makes an effort to find a more 
suitable lot, and, in the event of failure, so 
reports to the School Board, and has that 
report accepted 

I speak only for myself in thie matter but 
I venture the prediction that if inquiries 
regarding the plan as outlined are made, 
there will be other dissenting opinions found 
among the members of the School Board. 
Personally, | would prefer to have the High 
School operated under a double session 
plan, asin Waltham, for five years to come, 
rather than have the city saddled with the 
financial burden above the authorized loan, 
which will be the inevitable consequence if 
the present scheme is carried into execution.

result in a sale. Propositions have 
been made by both sides, but not one 
legally binding step has been taken 
towards the purchase of the Kelley 
property. 

The report of the sanitary enginee: 
really amounted to nothing; — first, 
because its information inconse- 
quential ; secundly, because it is not at 
all likely that the people would consent 
to the purchase of a lot that will cost 
$25,000, or more, to put it in proper 
shape to receive the building. If work 
ing estimates should make that sum 
necessary, & mass meeting 
settle the point very quickly. 

As nothing has really been done 
towards securing a site for the school- 
house, the most sensible thing the 
Boards can do is to drop the whole 
scheme and begin over again.

THE CAUCUSES. 


The Republicans of Woburn held 
caucuses last Tuesday evening in their 
several Wards for the election of dele- 
gates to the conventions soon to come 
Adopting the advice of the JournaL 
they were much more numerously at- 
tended than has hitherto generally been 
the case. 

The only real contest was over the 
election of delegates to the Representu- 
tive convention. A thorough and 
systematic canvass had been made by

The caucus contests left no 
bitterness; one side is as loyal to the 
Party as the other; and they are equally 
interested in the success of the candi- 
dates.
